As far as 1 remember, since early child- 
hood, I have been conscious of the fact 
that images exist. They are there and they 
do speak to me. They are conceived by 
my fellow human beings, consciously or 
not, or they are composed by my own 
playful mind and eyes. And on top of this, 
the observed images transmit a message. 
In a way images are а red thread that 
connect my past, my present and perhaps 
my future. My origins in the Balkans are 
connected with Western Europe. Child- 
hood with adulthood.
